At a late hour tonight the bodies.of 
twenty dead had been ‘brought ta 
morgues in this eity and sixty in- 
jured are in hospitals, The estl- 
mates of the dead include thirty 
stevedores and checkers of the Jos. 
mr. Foard Company, employed in 
transferring dynamite from a barge to 
the Alum Chine, which was bound 
for Panama, eight members of the 
crew of the Alum Chine, six men of 
the collier Jason, and the captain 
and several members of the crew of 
the tug Atlartic,

Many Frightfully Maimed. 

Of the injured, a score are fright« 
fully maimed, their skulls fractured, 
arms and legs torn off, and their 
bodies ‘terribly Wacerated, jAt least 
fifteen are expected to die. 

Seamen in scores of small craft 
and Captain Van Dyke, of the Ate» 
lantic, saw smoke coming from the 
dynamite-laden Alum Chine, a few 
minutes before the explosion, and the 
launch, Jerome, was alongside the 
ship, removing many of the crew and 
rushing them to safety, The wit- 
nesses say that when the explosion 
came the steamer jumped from the 
water as if a torpedo had struck her 
from below and then fell to frage- 
ments, in which were mingled the 
torn bodies cf the dead.

GETS 4,400 MORE CUBIC 
FEET OF WATER A SECOND 


Linsitation Fixed in Burton Law Ex- 
pires and New York Takes 


More From Niagara, 

Albany, March 6—The failure of 
congress to enact legislation at the 
session just closed, which would 
etxend the life of the so-called 
Burton act, limiting the amount of 
water which may be diverted on the 
American side of Niagara Falls for 
power development purposes, gives 
New York state jurisdiction over the 


distribution of 4,440 additional cubic 
feet of water per second at the falls 
according to Governor Sulzer, 
Under a treaty between the Unitec 
States and Canada, it is provided 
that 20,000 feet per second of water 
may be diverted at the falls for pow- 
er purposes by each government, Un- 
der the Burton law the amount of wa 
ter to be used on the American side 
of the falls has been limited to 16,- 
660 feet. The limitation fixed in this 
law expired on March ith, and Sen- 
ator Burton made an unsuccessful 
attempt to have it extended,

SUPPLY OF THE CITy 
Editor Bulletin: 

Sir.—The everlasting water questior 
is still to the front. It seems to be 
about time that the property owners 
and ratepayers of the city realized 
the urgent need of some change be 
ing made in the direction of the re 
moval cf the present intake for wa 
ter supply. Are we again this spring 
and summer to swallow water par- 
tally contaminated with sewerage, o1 


diluted with the other. abomination, 
chloride of lime? 
The question of water supply is 


of far greater importance to Edmon- 
ton than many seem to realize, We 
have peen sittiga down over our pro 
fits on real estate, our commercial 
undertakings and our other sources 
of gain—little thinking that the time 


may come, and perhaps too soon, 
when a serious epidemic may pre 
vall in our midst which would do 
much to retard the progress of Ed 
monton, and prevent increase of our 
population, and would in the course 
of a very short time have an effect 
upon the city which it would take 


a jong time to remove. 
The proper course would, no doubt, 


have been some few years ago to 
have had the intake pipe removed 
several miles above the city, and as 


Mayor Short has very properly stat- 
ed, had large storage reservoirs built 
which would contain a large supply 


of water, and would be open to the 
air and sunlight, as are all such res- 
ervoirs In the older countries, 

if such had been done years ago, 


even at an expenditure of a very large 
sum, we would now be in a much 
better position from a health stand- 
point and such work would not have 
cost as much as it would at pres- 
ent, 

The city has grown rapidly, money 
has ben made easily, and perhaps 
the making of money has been the 
all-absorbing interest to the exclusion 
of many important matters which 
make for the care of the health of 
the community, ‘and what has 
everyone's business has been no 
one's.

Electric Light Superintendent Favors 
Establishment of Reserve Fund 
and Reduction of Rates All Round 
Within Month or Two, 


The electric light department, not 
content with being the city’s best 
paying utility, apparently has set out 
to break all its own records in the 
matter of surpluses piled up each 
month. According to detailed re- 
ports just submitted to the city com- 
missioners, the net surplus for the 
first quarter, or the months of No- 
vember, December and January, 
reached the magnificent total of $46,- 
389.88. December and January saw 
two more records smashed, as the 
surpluses in these months were, ip 
round numbers, $19,000 and $156,000 
respectively. The total surplus to 
date. has reached the enormous total 
of $144,517.87, 

With a surplus.such as this, Sup- 
erintendent Ormsby wants to see a 
reserve fund started, and in a month 
or two, he wants to see the rates for 
electric light re@dced all around,
